NOMFICATION 

S.0.6L5(b).—Whereas the Central Government is 
of Opinion that it is necessaiy to appoint a ConmiS' 
sion of Inquiry for the purpose of making an. inquiry 
into a definite matter of public importance, namely, 
tlic incidents relating to the Assam-Nagaland hordLr 
conflict during April to June 1985; 

Now therefore, in :\crcise of the powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 
(60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby appointsi 
a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Shri B. C 
JVIathur, as sole member. 

2, IFe Commission shall make an inquiry with 
respect to the following mattci-s : — 

(i) the sequence of eventsi leading to and all 
the facts relating to the said conllict in the 
Merapani imea on the As^am-Nagaland 
border; 

(ii) whether the conflict and the resultant loss o1 

human life and damage to property could 
have been averted; 
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(iii) Die role of the authorities in IxUh the Stales 
in mohili/jng and deploying armed police 
forces including village guards of Nagaland, 

(iv) whctlicr there were any lapses 01 dereliction 
of duly on the part of the officials and uni¬ 
formed forces of the two State Govern¬ 
ments; 

(v) the dclicicneies in the police set-up ot both 

the States and suggestions for revamping the 
same. 

3 The CommisMon may also recommend short¬ 
term and long-term measures to prevent recurrence of 
such incidents and in that context make "uch other 
recommendations as it may deem fit. 

4. The Commission shall submit its rejxirt to the 
Central Government as soon as may be, but not later 
than six months from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Ga7ctte. 

5. The Commission may, if it deemst (it, make an 
interim report to llic Central Government Ixrfore the 
expiry of the said period on any of the matters men¬ 
tioned in paragraphs 2 and 3 above. 

6. The headquarters of the Commission sha^! be at 
Shillong. Meghalaya, 

7. The Central Government is <4 opinion thai, 
having regard to tile nature of the inquiry to he mad^ 
and other circumstances of the ease, all the provisions 
of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-seclion (4) and 
sub-section f5) of section 5 of the Commissions of 
Inqum^ Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), should be made ap¬ 
plicable to the said Commission and the Central 
Government hereby directs under sub-section (I) of 
the said section 5 that all the provisions aforesaid 
shall apply to the said Commission.
